FRANKFORT, KY – Today, the Executive Branch Ethics Commission found LEROY 

BUCKNER of Glasgow, Kentucky, in violation of KRS Chapter 11A, the Executive Branch 

Code of Ethics.   

 

In a Settlement Agreement approved by the Commission, Mr. Buckner admitted to two 

(2) counts of violating the Code of Ethics and accepted a no-contest settlement to one (1) 

count.  Specifically, Buckner failed to accurately report his work time and received credit for 

more hours than he actually worked, and used his state assigned vehicle for personal reasons. 

 

Pursuant to the Settlement Agreement, Mr. Buckner paid a $3,000 civil penalty.   The 

Commission concluded the matter by issuing a Final Order.
